Imperial Injustice. 

The entire history of British Colom- 
bia we are disposed to regard as one 
unbroken aories of arbitrary meannesses, 
if not absolute injustice, lor which the 
administration of the Colonial Office 
has become chiefly remarkable. While 
the modern dootrine that tho colonies 
must bo self-supporting has been rigidly 
enforcod in our case, from the »erj in- 
ception of our existence as a colony, 

that political right Q P on f . w n hi J„ a h 1 1 0n ^ 
tho doctrine can stand— the right to 
manage oor own affairs -has been per- 
sistently denied to us. Our jrfUirs 
havo been virtually administered by the 
Secretary of State for the ColonieB; and 
vet a dootrine only applicable to oolon- 
i es possessing the full right to maDage 
their own aff irs has been rigorously 
anpliod to us. The colonists hare been 
refused »H participation in the manage- 
ment of their affair*; and yet they hue 
been called upon to pay every penny 
of tho expense inflicted by Imperial 
prodigality, bungling and misgovera- 
mont. Required in every Bense to help 
ourselves, we have keen denied all power 
of self-help. Indeed, it would be diffi- 
cult to conceive of anything more in- 
consistent and onjust than the policy 
■which has been pursued towards this 
colony by the Downing-street authori- 
ties It is not our intention to enumer 
ate instances in support of this propo- 
sition, it may be less fatiguing and 
more profitable to confine our present 
remarks to a Bingle subject which we 
conceive to be highly illustrative of the 
proposition. The Bubjsct of our Indian 
relations derives peculiar importance 
from tho fact that the white population 



obtained the right to manage thoir own 
affairs, and they must now enduro the 
consequences of their own aots. The 
colonists of British Columbia sought, 
and did not obtain the right to manage 
their own affairs ; and yet they are 
made to endure all the consequences 
of Downing Street folly. Tho dif- 
ference, it will roadily be perceived, 
is a very important one, and giveB us 
an infinitely stronger oause of oomplaint 
than is possessed by the people of New 
Zealand. Tho following extract from 
a leading article which appeared in 
the Times, a little more than two years 
ago, will serve to point out how much 
stronger is our cauBO of grievance, and 
to put in a clear and forcible light 
the dootrino of Imperial responsibility : 

t The original Constitution of New 

Zealand enacted by Parliament in 1852 
devised a policy with rogard to the 
native tribes peculiarly calculated to 
injure alike the mother country and 
the colony. While the fullest power 
over their own local affairs was given 
to tho colonials, tho whole management 
of nativo affairs, the foreign policy of 
tho colony, was intrusted to- tho Gov- 
ernor alone. So long as this Constitu- 
tion was in force we clearly had no 
right to call on the colony lor any con- 
tribution towards its military expense?. 
If we did not allow New Zealand a 
voice in determining her relations to tho 
natives, if we, separated from her by 
the diameter of the earth, insisted that 
we could do better for her in those 
delicate local matters than eho could 
for herself, we had no right to oomplain 
of haviog to pay for our folly. But 
suoh a state o< things did not and could 
not last. The Governor Boon found 
that it was quite impossible to separate 
native from domeatio policy. Bo 
acquired tho habit of consulting with 
and deferring to the Colonial Ministers 
on native affairs, and the conduot of 
them had virtually passed from the 
Home to the Colonial Government be 
fore the Dnke of Newcastle formally 
renounced it. From that time our duty 
to pay for the native wars of New Zea- 
land absolutely ceased.' Bare, then, we 
have a distioot recognition of the doo- 
trine that so long as tho affairs of the 
the natives were managed by the Grown 
it, end not the colony, web responsible 



thoy will not havo to wait very long to 
see publio opinion in thai island ob 
tnuah opposed to Fenianism as it ia in 
England. Such a revulsion of public 
sentiment as is likely to be brought 
about by these atrocitios will not ouly 
prove tho boBt cure for tho plague which 
has produced them, bat it will greatly 
tend to facilitate the carrying into effect 
such measures of reform as will render 
a recurrence of those distressing condi- 
tions impOBBiblo.

Wo have intimated that the affairs of 
tho colony have been virtually adminis. 
tcred from the Colonial Office. '-This is 
true in a stricter seme of Indian affairs. 
While the Imperial Government has 
mado a show of conferring upon the 
colonists a semblane$ of aelf» government 
in regard to some other matters, it has 
most carefully and pointedly retained the 
sole right of administering the Indian 
affairs of the colony. ThuB it is that 
wo find the Governor, as the represen- 
tative of the Crown, invested with the 
sole prerogative of dealing with Indian 
matters. It is not onr intention to 
dwell npou tho anomaly of the affairs 
of tho entire Indian population beiog 
administered by a single mind, and 
that mind to a great extent now to the 
whole question ; nor do we pur* 
pose amplifying vhe sufficiently obvious 
proposition that these affwo vjould bo 
safor in the hands of tho colonists «w« 
reside amongst tho Indians, and whose 
very existence depends upon the main- 
tenance of piopor relations between 
tho two classes. It mUBt suffice for the 
present to state that the Indian affairs 
of this colony have not been well ad. 
ministered— that tho great bulk of the 
natives are alccoBt as ignorant of Brit- 
ish laws and institutions as they were 
when tho Union-Jock was first planted 
on tho soil; that they aro, in fact, still in 
that condition which renders tho en- 
forcement of our criminal code an act 
of injustice, if not of judicial murder! 
That this colony has not hvng ago be* 
como tho theatre of any very formidable 
and bloody uprising among the natives 
is a circumstance which must bo attri- 
buted to intertribal divisions and differ- 
ences, rather than to good management 
on tho port of the governing olaBsos. 
That tho Indian maasaores, the num- 
berless isolated murders, aud the various 
cases of agrarian disputes and violations 
of property rights, have had their origiu 
chiofly in the extremely unsatisfactory 
relations subsisting between tho natives 
and tho Government, and between the 
former and tho English- speaking colo- 
nists, ho would bo a bold man who would 
attempt to deny. But tho impolicy and 
ill-success of tho course thus punned 
by tho Imperial Government by no 
moans gauges this Indian grievance. It 
is, indeed, bad enough that the white 
settlers havo to incur all the riik of Im- 
perial misdoing; but it is at least BOme 
aggravation that they havo to bear all 
tho expense cf it. One Indian difficulty 
alone cost tho mainland part of the Col- 
ony about a soore of lives, and some* 
thing liko soventy thousand dollarsl Not 
si dollar of that expenditure would the 
Imperial Government consent to share 
with tho colonists. .Not a floldler wonld 



hold to bo a direct violation or every 
priuciplo of fairness and jnitioe. It is 
wholly inconsistent with tho doctrines 
promulgated from Downing Street, 
cold and oynioal as they aro generally 
hold to bo. Now Zealand has a griev. 
anco in Bomo respects not altogethor 
dissimilar. Yet there is ono ogBontial 
difference. Doprivo tho New Zealand 
caso of that element of Beit-government 
pouessed by tho peoplo, and the United 
Kingdom would not produco a man 
bold enough, mean onough to dofond the 
Imperial policy. Doprive it of that 
feature, and it would afford a parallel 
to our owul In truth, that olement 
forms tho solo basis of the present Im- 
perial policy.

In December, 18G2, a subscription was made 
to build tbe bridge on the sidewalk opposite

L8C3, another subscription was made by Mr 
Tiedeman, and he, as Deputy Road Super* 
viior, mudo nse ot tba money in improving 
tha road running in front or utn u™.c, »uic3 
road, according to tho maps, has never been 
honored with a name, und though ho guve 
all his time gratia ho did not pleaso all par» 
ties, for the property-holders thon living at 
ilia east end of Quebeo otreit were bo mor- 
tified ut his taking away the oarlh in front 
of tbair lo^ that tnoy refused to contribute 
what they promised him. Tha result was that 
that end of the road rora o inod unfinished for 
^evaral years, which was a great annoyance 
:o all parlies using that road in tho winter 
season. Mr Tiedeman's intention was to 
make soma part ol tho road still lower in 
order to carry otf the water Irom Mr Lowen- 
berg's land and thus do away with tho ne- 
cessity for the eulvotti, bridges and deep 
ditch adjoining Mr Tiedoman'a property and 
Superior street. In 1807, when tho Into Mr 
Pidwell v.as Road Supeiviaor for that dis» 
trict, ho adopted a vory eeuBiblo and excel- 
lent sysio n of using tho road taxes to im- 
prove tha roadi where he collected the 
money as near aa ho could do it, and if all 
Supervisors would follow that rule there 
wou'd not bo so mujb grumbling all over 
tho Island as there is now. Accordinc; to 
this rele tho road taxes collectod on Michi- 
gan street wero expended in grading that 
street, though there wua not, enough to com 
plelo it, aud it was done improperly without 
any regular ayetom, and when tho defeots 
wera shown to Mr Pidwell ho promUcd to 
rootify tharn and finish it in tbo lull , but be 
fore that time arrived ho unfortunatoly lost 
his life and thnre was an end to our stroct 
gradiug until lately, whou soruo gravel has 
boon put upon tho worst part of it : uud tho 
reason why it is tho worst i>urt is that all tbo 
top Boil has boon taken olTdown to tho sand 
und tho oth:r part of the street would most 
likely be us bad if served in the sumo way 
Howover, if tho road ofiieiala will gravel as 
much ovory yoar iBuppoao we must red aut- 
ialied, though bofora uny moro is graveled 
tho grade ought to be ohnnged,, or it will be 
a greater nusianuo to noma | aris ot the atreet 
thau if it had uovor been meddled with ut 
all, J. B.
